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ABSTRACT 



A plastic carafe includes a body portion having an enclosed 
base defined by a plurality of upstanding posts and a 
plurality of panels separating the posts from one another. 
The carafe further includes a neck portion having a blown 
finish at the top of the carafe that defines a wide-mouth. A 
shoulder portion transitions the posts and panels to the neck 
portion.
